that daye,yithey heateimaſſe ⁊ ſetuice, though 
they vnderſtande nothyng, to their edefiynge: 
therfoze all the Kpnges fapthfull and louynge 
ſubiectes, ſhall from henſeturth celebꝛate, and 
kepe their holy daye, accoꝛdynge to Gods ho⸗ 
ly will x pleaſure, that is:in hcating the woꝛde 
of God tedde and taughte: in pꝛiuate and pu⸗ 
blique pꝛaicts: in knowled their offences 
to God and amendement ot thelaine: in tecon⸗ 
cilynge their ſelfes charitably to. their neigh⸗ 
bozs, where diſpleaſute hath been: in often ty⸗ 
mes receyuuige the communto,of the very bo- 
dye and blaud of Chailte: in viſitynge of the 
pooꝛe ⁊ ſicke:in vipng all fobernes, and godly 
conuerſacion: Pet notwithſtandynge, all Per- 
ſones, Utcars, and Curates, ſhall teache and 
declare vnto theit patiſhioners that they may 
with a ſaufe and qutete confrience , in the tyme 
of Hatueſte. laboꝛ vpon the holy and feſtiuall

ſent. And if fox any ſcrupuloſitte , oꝛ grudge of 
conſctence.men ſhould ſuperſticioufip abſicpne 
from wozking vpon thole dayes, that then thei 
chuld greuouily offende and diſpleaſe God. 
ALS O, fozalinuche as variaunce and con⸗ 
tencion, is a thynge whiche moſte diſpleaſeth 
God, and is moſte contrary to the bleſted com- 
munton of the boay and bloude of oute ſauioꝛ 
Chulte : Curates-thall in no wyſe admit to the 
recepuinge therof, any of their cure and flocke, 
who hath malictouſly and openly contended 
with his ncighboz, onleſſe theſame do kirft cha- 
ritably and openly, teconcile hym ſelte agapne, 
remtttinge all rancoꝛ and malyce, whatloctuer 
controuerſie hath been betwene theim: and ne⸗ 
uettheleſſe, their iuſte titles and rit ey 
may charitably pꝛolecute befoze ſuch'; as haue 
aucthozitie to heave the ſame. | 
As , that euetp Deane, Irchedeacon, 
Maſter ot Collegiate Churche; Maſter of ho⸗ 
ſpitall, and Pꝛedendaty, beynge Pueſte, ſhall 
pꝛeache by hunſelf perſonally, twyſe euety pere 
at the leaſte, eithet in the place, where he is en- 
tituled, oꝝ in ſome Churche, where he hath tu⸗ 
riſorction, oꝛ els which is to the ſayd pers ap- 
p20p2tate,oz vnited 
ACLs O. that theyiſhall inſttucte and teache 
in their cures that noman ought obſtmately 
and maltctoufly, beałe and violate the lau⸗ 
dable Ceremontes of the Churche by the Ryng

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abrogated.Jndon the otherſide , that wholoe- 
uer doth ſuperſticiouſiy abuſe them, doeth the 
ſame to the greateperiel and daungter of hys 
ſoule healthe:as in caſtinge holy Watet vpon 
hys bedde, vpon Images, and other deede 
thynges oz beatynge aboute hun holy dzeade, 
02 ſainct Jhons Goſpell , oz makynge Croſſes 
of woodde vpon Nalme Sondaye, in tyme of 
readinge of the Paſſion, oꝛ kepinge ot pꝛiuate 
holy dapes , as Bakers , Bꝛewets, Smithes, 
Shoomakers,#luche other do oz ringynge of 
the holy Belles 02 bleſſing with þ holy candel, 
to thintent, therby to be diſcharged ot the but⸗ 
den of ſinne, oz to dziue awape Deuilles, oꝛ to 
put awaye dzeames and phantaſtes, oz in put⸗ 
tinge truſte and confidence ot healthe and ſal⸗ 
uacion, in theſame Ceremonies: when they be 
onelp oꝛdeyned, tnliituted and made, to put vs 
in remembzaunce of the benefiteg, whichc wee 
haue recepued by Chaiſte. Aud if he bie theum 
fox any other purpole , he greuoully offendeth 
A L 8 O, that they ſhall take awape, vttetlp 
extincte,and deſtroye.all ſhzines, couetinge of 
\hnnes;all tables, cand. , tryndilles oz 
rolles of ware, pictures, payntynges, and all

patiſhioners, to doo the lyke within their ſeüe⸗ 
rall houſes, And that the Churche Wardep⸗ 
nes, at the common charge of the parpſhioners 
in euery Churche, (hall pꝛouide a comelp and 
honeſt pulpitte, to be let in a conueniente place 
within theſame, foz the pꝛeachynge of Gods 
woozde.

ALS O, they (hall pꝛouide, and haue within 
thzee monethes atter this viſitacion, a ſtronge 
Cheſte, with a hoole in the vpper parte therof, 
to bee pꝛouided, at the coſte and charge of the 
patiſhe, hauyng thzee keyes, whereof, one ſhall 
remapne in the cultodie, of the Perſone , Uy- 
car,o2 Curate, and the other twoo , in the cu⸗ 
ſtodye of the Churche. Wardeynes, oz any o⸗ 
ther twoo honeſte men to be appoynted, by the 
paryſhe, from pere to pete. Whiche Cheſte you 
ſhall ſette and faſten , nere vnto the highe aul- 
ter, to the intente , the Pariſhioners, ſhoulde 
putte into it, their Oblacion and almoſe,foz 
their pooꝛe neighbours. Ind the Perſone, Ui⸗ 
car, and Curate,ſhall diligently , from tyme to 
tyme,and ſpecially, when men make therr Tex 
ſtamentes,call vpon,erhozte , and moue theyz 
netghboures , to conferre and geue , (as they 
mape well ſpare)to the ſayde Cheſte:declat ing 
vnto theim , whereas heretofoze they haue 
been dili to beſtowe muche ſubſtaunce 
otherwple then G O D commaunded , vpon

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geupug to Friers,x vpon other lyke blynd de⸗ 
uoctons, they oughte at this tyme to be muche 
moꝛe ready to healpe the poze and nedy, know- 
png that to teleue the pooze, is a true woꝛſhip⸗ 
ping of God. required earneſtly, vpon payn of 
euerlaſtpng dampnacton:and that alſo, what⸗ 
ſoeuer is geuen foz they2 comfoꝛte, ts geuen to 
Chuſt hym ſelt, and ſo is accepted of hym, that 
he will mercikully, rewarde thelame with euer⸗ 
laſtinge lyle. The whiche almoſſe and deuoct6 
of the people, the kepers of the keyes, ſhall at 
tymes conuenient take out ofthe Cheſte, and 
diſtribute theſame..in the pꝛelence of the whole 
parilhe.o ſixe of them, to be truly and faithe⸗ 
fully deliuered to their moſte nedy neighboꝛs: 
and if they be pꝛouided foz, then to the repara⸗ 
cion ot high wapes, nexte adioynyng. And alſo 
the money whiche rileth of fraternities , guil- 
des and other ſtockes of the Church (except by 
the Kynges Mateſties aucthoꝛitie it be other-

A ND fozalmuche as Pꝛieſtes be publique 
minilters of the Churche, and vpon the holy 
dayes,ought to applie them ſeltes, to the com⸗ 
mon adminiſttacion of the whole patiſhe they 


ſhall not be bounde to go to women liynge in 


chyld bedde, except iu tyme of daungerous ſic⸗ 
kencs,and not to tetche any cozſe , betoze it be 
bzought to the Churche yarde:#tifthe woman 
be licke, oꝛ the cozſc bzought to the Church the 
Pꝛieſt ſhall do hys duetie accoꝛdingly, in viſi⸗ 
tyng the woman, and buripng the dead perſon. 
A Ls O, to auoide the deteſtable ſynne of Spy⸗ 
inony.becauſebipng and ſellyng of benetices, 
is execrable befoze God: Thertoze,al ſuch per⸗ 
ſones as by any benefices oz come to them by 
fraude 02 deceipte, ſhalbe dep2tued of ſuche be⸗ 
nefices, and be made vnhable at any time after 
to receiue any other ſpitituall pꝛomocion. And 
ſuche as do (ell th oʒ by any colout do beſtow 
theim, fox thetr awne gayne and p2ofite , ſhall 
loſe their right and title of patronage and pꝛe⸗ 
ſentement toz that tyme, and the gyfte thereof 
fo that vacacion , apperteyn to the Kynz 
ges Maieſtte. | 
AL SO,becauſe thzough lacke of pzeachers 
in many places of the Ringes realmes and do⸗ 
mintons , the people continue in ignozaunce 
and blyndenes : all Pcrſones , Utcars;, and 
Curates ſhall reade in their Churches euery 
Sondape, one of the Homelies, whtche are

ALS o. whereas manp indiſcrete perſones, 
doo at thys daye, vncharitably contempne and 
abuſe pꝛieſtes and miniſters of thechurch be⸗ 
caule ſome of thein, (hauinge (mall learninge) 
haue of long tune fauoured phantaſpes rather 
then Gods truthe : yet foz almuche , as their 
office and kunccion is appoynted of God:The

And all thoſe , whiche haue knowledge ofthe 
Latin toũgue, ſhall pꝛay vpon none other La- 
tin Pꝛumet. but vpon that, whiche is fikewyſe 
ſctfurthe by the layde aucthoꝛitie.
